When Newark sponsored its Ist annual Jazz Festival 
the publicity surrounding this gala event was quite im- 
pressive. A large number of jazz clubs past and present 
were mentioned. I waited, looked again, waited some 
more but I never saw the Playbill Club on Central Av- 
enue, Newark, mentioned (in my view) in any apprecia- 
tive way. 

The history of the Playbill is indeed noteworthy. It 
had jazz inside its walls longer (sometimes much longer) 
than some other establishments. 

I recall that just about all the combos that played at 
the Key Club, at one time or another, also played at the 
Playbill . For many, many years the Playbill offered a 
steady “tasty” diet of the finest of jazz artists like the 
Key Club, the artists performed behind the bar and it 
was quite intimate as the patrons could reach out (if 
they had long arms — smiles) and touch the artists. 

Angelo Faceiponti was a young energetic person who 
loved jazz. He was a tireless worker who constantly 
sought out the best jazz talent he could afford. He did 
not limit his music to jazz but catered to other types of 
music as well, including a masterful performer of Latin 
Jazz: Chico Mendoza. Angelo kept up this very fine 
tradition until his untimely death in an accident while 
he was riding his motorcycle. 

I'm going to segue from the Playbill Club to an artist 
who will always hold a special place deep within my 
heart and soul. He is the late great Bill Elliott. Billy 
was so flamboyant and unassuming as a musician that 
sometimes people did not recognize his superb musician- 
ship. 

I don't mean to leave you “hanging” but I promise to 
elaborate on this unforgettable person in a later column. 

Bye for now, and remember: K.J.A.!! “Keep Jazz 
Alive”!
